Hitler^'^cw to 
the Germans came at a time when 
they had been plunged into the depths 
ot despair, and all hope for the future

closed the Great War, " not only 
linrsb but humiliating to the proud 
German Cation. The latter could not 
understand it all the less because, as 
far as it could see, the army had been 
imdefeated till the end of the war, 
had fought alwaya on foreign soil. It 
was only the loclalist uprising in the 
country Itself that had compelled the 
nation to yield to the Allies' demands 
Nation Strife Toni 

"I did not expect generosity or Jus- 
tice," said Ersberg, one of the Ger- 
mans who signed the Versailles Itea- 
ty, "but neither did Z expect terms — 
terms — terms." 

The whole German nation was torn 
with strife. Monarchists, communists, 
and republicans were fighting with 
one another In an effort to obtain 
control. Worse than this, there fol- 
lowed a period of wild inflation. Be- 
fore the war, about twenty-five cents 
were equivalent to one German mark; 
after the war, It was equal to ten 
hundred million marks. Poverty was 
rife, and many people committed sui- 
c;de._ 

Bnmlag ntOel^iùj, ' 
Again and again, 'Stressmaa. the 
German statesman, pleaded for a re- 
laxation of the treaty's terms, but the 
'c,'£;ntenta.~ims^-adamani -in- Its-iefiinU.' 
Then cûne Brvninf.^ He, too, failed 
to help blB-eonntry. Uté people w«re 
»uuk into despondency : and complete 
apathy. Hie whole natim was snub- 
: .bed by the others of Europe. And 
>4jut at the right moment, Hitler ap- 
peared on the scene. 

HIa first attempt to* seize power was 
a faUure. Tlïen he decided that the 
only way was to spr eailliJillM eas td 
Ihe people, and obtalnftKilSrsupport 
by a systematic method. He called for 
a national policy — hence the word 

• Nazi" He called for a revision of 
the terms of the peace treaty. Hs 
promised 'to rout the republicans, the 
communists and the Jews, Above all, 
lie promised the young people that he 
would get them Jobs. 

Tooth Sapported HIiler ' 
The result was that he got their 
support to a remarkable extend and, 
since they had the right to vote, 
eventuaUy be won at the polls. "He 
gave them back their self-respect." 
stated colonel Roddie. Many of them 
had been homeless, and aimless. Hitler 
formed them tato battalions, put them 
In uniforms, Inculcated into them a 
new spWt. - , - 

Many of Hitler's methods resemble 
•those of Mussolini — there are the 
same mannerisms; his title "der fuh- 
rer," which corresponds to the Italian 
-n Duce"; the national srns; 

• Deutchland uber allés; the salute. 
Much of, Hitler's appeaMs due to the 
theatrical aspect and the- pageantry of 
pubUe demonstrations, in which his 
"Brown Shirts" take part. His 
speeches, emotional, full of gesticulat- 
ing, prey on the feelings of his listen- 
ers rather than appeal to the mtod. 

Germany piianaed . 
As one of i t tea Mfe -Allled Commis- 
elon which ciraSSféut the disarma- 
ment of Germany after the 'war Lt.- 
Ool. Roddie stayed there for seven 
jeare. During that time, he stated, 
there were destroyed four and a half 
mUlion rifles; 40,000 tons of powder- 
40 milUon shells; and loo 000 machiné 
guns. The Germans tried to conceal 
, ,^"ch , ammunition, but were not very 
■uboèssful. 

., There was no , desire, in Germany, 
for war, stated Colonel Roddie. The 
.. older? generation stUl remembers the 
horrors of the last one; and while 
the younger generation does not laiow 
cf this, the nation's leaders know 
Germany can gain nothing from one 
ct this time. The other nations are 
frightened at the marching, marching, 
of the "Brown Shirt" battalions, but 
this had no special significance. This 
marching and parading was cn'cour- 
rged by Hitler to distract the^^ minds 
of the youth, prevent them from re- 
flecting too much on tlielr position.

"DEFICIENCY DISEASE" 



Caused by Interaction of In- 
trinsic With Extrinsic 
Factors in Stomach i 

Dr. W. B. Castle, Associate Professor 
of Medicine at Harvard University was 
^.^guest speaker at the meeting of 
^iie:''Ai^ha Omega Alpha Society held 
last Friday evening hi the< Biological 
Building. .; Dr...Castle delivered .an 11- 
lust»t&^ addiiBSS"ibii ' 'TReceht • ResMùrth 
In Connection With . Pernicious An- 
aemia." The speaker Is noted for his 
work .in/tUs subject. 

The" speaker gave a skcteh of the 
researches done in the subject to date 
and of the discoveries of the disease. 
He stated the possible causes of the 
disease: ah intrinsic factor formed in 
the normal-.stomach by the gastric 
Juices reacting with an extrbisic factor 
found hi beef, liver and other foods 
produchig a specific haematopoietic ef- 
fect. Anaemia is a deficiency disease. 

Dr. Castle quoted experhhents with 
this theory. These two factors were 
mhced and incubated at thhty-eight 
degrees Centigrade. The result was fed 
to patients; and positive progress in 
the disappearance of the spmptoms 
was shown. This was evident by tthe 
hicrease in the reticulocyte count. The 
extrinsic factor is possibly closely re- 
lated to Vitambi B2. 

Reports on New York discoveries 
were given, where men had been able 
to induce the disease in various ani- 
mals. This was a great advance, for 
now 'the disease con be induced in 
animals for purposes of testing various 
extracts. ' Human behigs had to be 
used for this purpose formerly. Now 
we have a biological assay.

"X think its undergraduates , are. 
There is more sphrituaj, and intellec- 
tual' effervescence in Oxford. It .is 
more-'Leftish'. than Cambridge,, though 
Cambrid^ bas greater flexibility of 
governance than Oxford. Our restric- 
tions from above are more rigid than 
those .of Cambridge. Politlcaliy. both 
universities , hâve plenty of Conserva- 
tives, but Oxford has a larger iiumber 
of followers of other political doc- 
trines. We have, for instance, 600 
active Socialists in Oxford, men who 
not only sign up as Socialists but work 
as Socialists. We also have a consid- 
erable number, of Coimnunlsts,;' and^ 
these, as well as the Socialists, arè 
active r- . believe that 'faith 'without 
worlcs is dead.' Of Liberals have 
a few. They are passing, their less 
progressive members going to the 
Conservatives, and their more progres- 
sive members going to the' Socialists.
